G.S.R. 844— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to certain Group A and Group B posts In the Fertiliser Industry Co-ordination 
Committee, Ministry of Petroleum , Chemicals and Fertilisers, (Department of Chemicals and Fertilisers), namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement:—(1) These rules may be called the Fertiliser Industry Coordination Committee (Group A and 
Group B posts) Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application: These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scales of pay.—The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached thereto 
shall be as speiefled in columns 3 to 3 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc:—The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 6 to 15 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualification:—No person— 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to 
such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from |thc operation of 
this rule. 

6. Power to relax:—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving:—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central* Power Engineering (Group A) Service Rules, 
provided for recruitment to the following grade s by pro¬ 
motion and deputation as under :—

In the proviso to sub-rule (1) of rules 26 and 27. it was 
also provided that upto the 31st December, (966, 75 per¬ 
cent of the posts in the grades of Deputy Director and 
Director each would be filled by promotion. The proviso 
to Rule 30(1) provided that upto the 31st December, 1966, 
25 per cent of the posts in these grades would be filled by 
deputation on transfer. Promotions and appointments on 
deputation to the grades of Deputy Director and Director 
continued to be made through the Departmental Promoion 
Committee (Group A)/U,P.S,C. in the ratio of 75 : 25 res¬ 
pectively beyond the 31st December, 1966. In the absence 
of adequate response from engineering officers of various 
State Oovernments/Stfltc Electricity Boards etc, it became 
difficult to fill in the posts in the grades of Deputy Director 
and Director even with the reduced deputation quota. 
Accordingly, jt has been decided that the operation of the 
provisos pertaining to filling up the posts in the grade of 
IX 1 Duty Director and Director by promotion and deputation 
in the ratio of 75:25 respectively may for the time being 
continue upto the 31st December, 1982.

G.S.R. 848.—In exercise of the powers conferred by tile 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President of 
India hereby makes tile following rulc s regulating the method 
of recruitment to the post of the Director in the Central 
Soil and Materials Research Station, New Delhi, namely :— 

t, Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
he called the Director, Central Soil and Materials Research 
Station Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of post, its classification and the scab of pay shall 
he as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions.—-The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the said 
post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the sche¬ 
dule afoersaid. 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

ment from time to time in this regard,
